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INTRODUCTION 


1 SURAPURAM Surapuram in Gulbarga District of 
modern Karnataka was an independant princely state in the 
beginning but came under Nizam Dominions of erstwhile 
state of Hyderabad during British rule It was ruled by Telugu 
Boya Nayaks known as Bedars According to Tirumala 
Ramachandra Boya in Telugu and Bedar in Kannada are 
derived from vyadha in Samskrit They claim to have 
descended from Guha, who navigated the boat while Rama, 
Sita and Lakshmana crossed over the Ganges in thier exile 
Their race is called kosalavamsa consisting of many 
valorous, patriotic and religious minded rulers Before shifting 
to Surapuram their capital was Vaginagiri and the presiding 
diety Venugopala of Vaginagiri was thier favourite diety Raja 
Bahiri Pamanayaka (1752-1773) the 17th ruler in descent 
was not only a patron of men of letters but was himself an 
eminent scholar poet in Telugu He is the author of 
Bhargavapurana a Telugu Poem in 8 cantos narrating the 
stories of 12 Alvars Its introduction contains useful historical 
information regarding the valient rulers of that race and their 
military expeditions against Aurangazeb A part of the 
colophon is quoted below

For the first time I wrote an. article on this work in my 
Marugupadinamamkyalu (1961) Later on Tirumala Rama- 
candra edited it and it was published by A P Oriental 
Manuscripts & Research Institute in 1 986 

Surapuram came under Court of Wards under the 
supervision of Col Meadows Taylor when the last prince 
Venkatanayak (1842-1858) was in teens When he became of 
age he was crowned in the year 1853 Venkatanayak being a 
patriot like his forefathers joined hands with the forces that 
fought against the British rule during the first war of 
Independence in 1 857 He was first sentenced to death and 
imprisoned in Hyderabad In the second Judicial enquiry he 
was sentenced to 10 years imprisonment While he was 
being shifted from Hyderabad jail to Vellore jail, he being a 
man of self respect committed suicide on the way and the 
Britishers gave away the Suraparm state to their faithful ally 
the Nizam 

2. TIRUMALABUKKAPATTANAM FAMILY It was 

during the reign of Pamanayaka (1752-1 773) three Vaishnava 
brother scholars and preceptors were invited to Surapuram 
for initiating Pamanayaka into Vaishnavism They hailed from 
Bukkapattanam, Anantapuram district (AP) They were 
Venkatacarya, Annayarya or Annaya Dlksita and Cinnaya or 
Srimvasadesika sons of Srinivasa Tatacarya and 
Venkatamba of Srlsaila family As they migrated to Sura 
puram from Bukkapattanam, their family then onwards came 
to be known as Tirumala Bukkapattanam family The eldest 
brother Venkatacarya was the chief Rajaguru and the other 
two brothers were also called Rajagurus But they were great 



scholar poets and prolific writers They are said to have 
composed more than a hundred works, most of them 
unprinted and extinct It was Suravaram Pratapareddi editor 
of Golkonda Patrika Hyderabad, who for the first time 
collected some informtation about these brothers and their 
works (Golkonda Kavula Sancika 1934) After sometime 
Prof V Raghavan made a detailed study of the available 
works of these brothers and set the chronology with the aid 
of other historical information (Surapuram chiefs and 
samskrit writers - Journal of Andhra Historical Research 
Society, Vol XIII, April 1941, Rajahmundry) The successors 
of this illustrious family are still living in Surapuram, Gulbarga, 
Amarachmta - Atmakur and Hyderabad They still preserve 
some of the old manuscripts of their predecessors There 
were some manuscripts with Kavitarkika Simhacarya of 
AtmakOr B Rajagopalacarya (L I G B/71 , Dr A S Rao Nagar 
ECIL Hyderabad-500062, Ph 27127832) has a compre- 
hensive geneology of this family 

3.BROTHER SCHOLAR POETS These three brothers 
received the patronage of Pamanayaka and his son and 
successor Venkatanayaka (1773- 1802) Paminayaka after 
initiation into Vaishnavism was known as Raghavabhupala 
Annayarya was also known as Annayadiksita (1704-1778) 
because he performed Vajapeya, Garudacayana, Paundarika 
and Aptoryama sacrifices Some of the Catu verses 
composed by him are still in vogue among the scholarly 
families of Mahboobnagar district Annayarya composed the 
following works 1 Tattvagunadarsacampu 2 Acaryavimsati 
3 Desikayasobhusanam 4 Rasodarabhanah (I have a copy 
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of this work) 5 Abhinavakarnamrtam 6 Ananda taratamya 
khandanam 7 Vyavaharikatvakhandanasarah 8 Prapadana 
vaibhavastutih and 9 Yatirajadandakam For details regard- 
ing these works see my book "Contribution of Andhra to 
Samskrtt Literature" 2002

It means that all the brothers were bom at Dharma 
varam only From Dharmavaram their family migrated to 
Bukkapattanam and from there these brothers migrated to 
Surapuram 

The youngest brother Cinnaya alias ^rlnivasadesika 
(1708-1788) is deemed as an incarnation of Vedantadesika 
He was very much revered for his scholarship, vast range of 
writings and the large number of students He composed the 
following works 1 Arunadhikaranasaramvivaram 2 Virodha 
varudhimpramadhim 3 Siddhantacintamamh (also called 
Upadanatvasamarthana - primted) 4 Sasthidarpana (Printed)

4 KIRlTI VENKATACARYA the hero of the present 
drama Annayadlksita had four sons namely 1 Srinivasatata 
carya 2 Venkatacarya 3 Buccivenkatacarya and 4 Venkata 
raghavacarya Venkatacarya also known as Kirlti Venkata 
carya second son of Annayadlksita and a disciple of 
Srinivasadesika (Paternal uncle) was another prodigy of this 
family There is no Tirunaksatratamya and Paramapadatamya 
on the picture of Venkatacarya Only his birth year S S 1655 
=1733 AD is inscribed on his picture His life and literary 
expeditions are portrayed in this drama Along with the 
traditional titles of his family like Sarvatantrasvatantra, 
Kavitarkikakanthlrava, Ramanujasiddhantamrdharanasarva- 
bhauma Srimadrajadhirajagurusarvabhauma, Venkatacarya 
had also the titles of Pracandapanditakhandalamandalasarva 
bhauma, Slesayamakacakravarti, Tarkalankaravacaspati, 
Sakalabhasavisesa kavitadhurandhara, Pratinavaprabandha 
paramesvara etc which stand testimony to his eminence 
among his contemporary scholars and poets 
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He used to put on the crown of Visistadvaita, Padukas 
(Sandals) of Dvaita and Advaita and chowries of Paramata 
khandana and Svamatasthapana While he travelled in a 
palanquin, with trumpets and bugles blowing, his disciples 
and admirers used to recite his Panegyrics and Birudavalls 
before his palanquin in pomp and grandeur One such 
Panegyric is 







He nearly defeated 6rinivasayati the 25th pontiff of 
Ahobalamath in the Surapuram court, Purusottamasastri and 
Ramarudrabhattacarya in the Poona court in Gastric disputa- 
tions He did not hesitate even to rebuke Lord Srinivasa of 
the Seven Hills, when the priests did not oblige to open the 
doors of the temple All these events are portrayed in this 
drama 


This drama mentions that Venkatacarya composed 
110 works, but only a few are available now Venkatacarya's 
Gastric compositions are 1 Jhanjhamarutam also known as 
Gadadhariyakhandanam 2 Gajasutravadam 3 Alankara 
kaustubhah 4 Natvakhandanam 5 Tatparyadarpanam 6 
Vedantakaustubham 7 Anandataratamyakhandanam 8 
Pucchabrahmavadakhandanam 9 Sivarkamanidipika His 
literary compositions are 10 Srngaratarangini 11 Krsna 
bhavasatakam 12, Visnusaptavibhaktistotram 13 Dasavatara 
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stutih 14 Usaparinayanatakam 15 6 u kabh ipatanan atakam 
16 Srngaralahari 17 Hayagrivadandakam 18 Yatiraja 
dandakam 19 Laksmidandakam and Abhinavasrngararasa 
manjari 20 Acalatmajaparmayam is a Telugu Poem with 
double entendre (For details regarding these works see my 
book Contribution of Andhra to Samskrit Literature 2002) 
Though Venkatacarya lived a short life of 32 years his 
samskrit and Telugu works remain eternal

Srimvasacarya (1862-1920) great grandson of the grandson 
of {~>rmivasadesika and son of Bucci Venkatacarya and 
Sesamamba is yet another prodigy of this family He bore the 
titles "Balasarasvati" and "Tarkatirtha" His erudition m 
different Sastras and his poetic genius reminds us of his 
great grand fathers

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The Surapuram Tirumalabukkapattanam brothers and 
their descendants used to visit the princely states of Auku, 
Gadvala, Vanaparti, Atmakuru, Jataprolu etc , and receive 
rich presents from the respective rulers In due course of time 
some of them settled down in these states But they 
maintained and still maintain their ties with Surapuram With 
the request of Savai Raja Sitarambhupal (1851-1903) the 
author's parents Baccivenkatacarya and Sesamamaba 
settled down at Atmakuru (Amaracinta) The author Srinivasa 
carya was born at Atmakuru on 22 4 1 862 He had his earlier 
education in literature and rhetorics under his father till 11 
years At this age he began writing poetry in Telugu and 
Samskrt At the age of 16 years he went to Mysore for 
learning Tarka Camaraja Odayar (1 868-1 894) the Maharaja 
of Mysore and his court poets were astonished at the 
brilliance of this young poet The Maharaja conferred the title 
Balasarasvati on him Srmivasacarya learned Tarka and 
Vedanta under Sri Ranganatha Barhmatantraparakalasvami, 
(1873-1885) pontiff of Parakalamath and the Rajaguru of 
Mysore and different kinds of Prakrts under Sajjayam 
Tatacarya Camarajendra pleased with the young scholar- 
poet's speedy progress granted a scholarship to him for 
higher studies at Benaras and Navadvipa Srmivasacarya 
learned Nyaya Sastrakroda and Jagadisi under Kailasanatha 
Siromani Bhattacarya and Advaitavedanta under Svamisastri 
at Kasi He went to Navadvipa and studied Mimamsa The 
assembly of scholars at Navadvipa conferred the title 
Tarkatirtha"on him in the year 1889 

After completing his studies at Benaras and Navadvipa 
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he started his homeward journey On the way he visited 
many pnncely states like Darbhanga, Jodhpur, Bundidattiya, 
Gwaliar, Kotahjari, Indore, Dharanagar, Jammu Kashmir etc 
and exhibited his extempore poetic talents and scholarship in 
various branches of learning The rulers and the assemblies 
of scholars in those states were very much pleased with 
SrTnivasacarya's brilliance The rulers gave him very rich 
presents SrTnivasacarya used to compose 100 verses 
extempore per hour Therefore the title "Ghantasatasloka 
kavi" is quite appropriate Contemporary scholar poets, 
princes, high officials and senior citizens were amazed at his 
poetic talents while performing Avadhanas He did many 
Avadhanas in Bellary, Kadapa, Penugonda, Tadipatri, 
Banagantpalli and Madras and earned laurels as well as 
riches His Avadhana at Madras was elaborately reported in 
the Rajahamsa dated 31 3 1 903 and "Madras Mail" dated 
8 4 1903 

SrTnivasacarya, after completing his literary expeditions 
in different towns and cities finally settled down at Atmakuru 
his birth place Raja Ramabhupal (1888-1930) of Atmakuru 
honoured him as his chief court poet and granted many 
Agraharas SrTnivasacarya was not satisfied with the 
honours he received He established an institution with the 
name "Brahmamrtavarsim u and organised annual meets 
wherein Vedic scholars from all over India participated 
SrTnivasacarya used to honour these scholars with his own 
money The famous twin poets "Tirupati Venkatakavulu* who 
swayed all through in every state had to calmdown before 
SrTnivasacarya when they visited Atmakuru As a token of 
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their regard they translated his Samskrt Kavya "Srinivasa 
Vilasah" into Telugu 

Srimvasacarya wrote many works in Samskrt, Prakrt 
and Telugu, most of them unpublished 1 Nanjarajacampu 2 
Durmadanirmathanam 3 Jamabavatlparinayam 4 Tattva 
martandaprabhamandalam 5 Rajasekharacaritam 6 Sura- 
puravenkatagurucaritam 7 Sataghantavadhanam 8 Srinivasa 
vilasah 9 Vlrasaivasirastadanam 10 Durvigrahamgraham 11 
VenkataryavijayavaijayantI (the present drama) 12 Raja 
vamsa ratnavall 13 Laksmisarasvatldanda kam 14 Visnu 
stutivyakhya 15 Rahasyatrayasararthah 16 Gangastutih 17 
Angleya Jermani Yuddha Vivaranam 18 Prapattipadavi 19 
Dasavatarastotram, two Prakrt works 20 Hayagriva 
pancasat 21 Narakesaristutih and one Telugu work 22 
Vijayadasam mirnayamu The 7th work in the list Sataghanta- 
vadhanam consists of extempore verses which Srinivasa 
carya composed during the Avadhanas at Kadapa, Proddu- 
turu, Bellary and Madras This was published by the famous 
Ayurvedic Physician Pandit D Gopalacharya (1872- 1920, 
Ananda Mudranalayam 1903) This anthology also contains 
the 23 verses which Srimvasacarya composed in connection 
with the crowing ceremony of Edward as the Emporer and 
the verses of Bhavanisangamesvarastutih Prakrt verses No 
20 & 21 also find place in this anthology 

6 The Present drama and its Plot No 1 1 Venkatarya 
vijayavaijayanti also known as Kiriti Venkatacaryavijaya 
vaijayanti in the list depicts the literary life of Venkatacarya 
along with the literary assemblies in the Courts of Auku, 
Gadvala, Surapuram and Poona Princely states This drama 
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was intended to be staged during the Brahmotsavas of Lord 
Venkatesvara at Tirumala The contents in brief in the 8 acts 
are 


The first act deals with the geneology of Tirumala 
bukkapattanam family, migration of Venkatacarya and his 
brothers Annayacarya and ^nmvasadesika from Bukka 
pattanam to Surapuram, £rmivasadesika's students includ- 
ing Venkatacarya, Annayacarya's son and their studies, 
£rmivasayati pontiff of Ahobalamath visiting Gadvala and his 
desire to see Snmvasadesika at Surapuram, the news of 
latter's death and praise of his scholarship his works and 
achievements 

The second act narrates how 6rlnivasayati of 
Ahobalamath and Kirlti Venkatacarya encountered each 
other at Surapuram, the former arguing in favour of 
Visistadvaita and the latter against it This act is incomplete 
The last six pages in this act are missing 

The third act also deals elaborately with the discourses 
and disputes of these two scholars for 15 days Unable to 
defeat his opponent, 6rimvasayati beseeches and employs 
GOd Narasimha to put down Venkatacarya, but the latter 
counters it by the grace of Lord Hayagriva. Srimvasayati 
pleased with the scholarship and poetic talents of Venkata 
carya withdraws from the contest and bestows many titles 
and presents on his rival announcing his victory This act 
contains small Stotras Dasavatarastotra etc., and sample 
verses from Bhavasataka composed by Venkatacarya 
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The fourth act narrates the praise of Venkatacarya and 
his forefathers in a dialogue between the king Venkatanayaka 
of Surapuram and his queen Meanwhile a messenger tells 
the King that Venkatacarya, in a fury, is quitting Surapuram 
with his bag and baggage The king rushes to the spot and 
on an enquiry comes to know that Venkatacarya was teased 
by some of the revenue officials of the state The ruler 
pacifies Venkatacarya, repremands the concerned officers 
and bestows many valuable presents on his guru 

The fifth act deals with Venkatacarya's expedition to 
Poona for winning a victiory over the scholars of Poona court 
during the time of Pesva Savai Madhava Rao and Nana 
Phadnavis When Kirlti Venkatacarya enters the court with 
his pompous paraphernalia the Peshwa asks his attendants 
in Marathi language as "Kaye Manatahe Ke Kartahe" 
Venkatacarya replies by using similar sounding Samskrt 
words 

The sixth act deals with the disputes which Venkata 
carya had with the court pandits - Dvaitins and Advaitins of 
Poona and his victory over them The Dharmadhikari of 
Poona court Ramasastri narrates how Venkatacarya once 
defeated Janardanabhattacarya and Ramarudrabhattacarya 
of Navadvipa Venkatacarya is rewarded with presents and 
Rs 1116/- by Pesva Savai Madhava Rao 

The seventh act also deals with the Poona literary 
court. Unable to defeat Venkatacarya the envious and dis- 
appointed scholars of Poona court invite a great scholar 
PurusottamaSastri from North India to dispute with 
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Venkatacarya The dispute lasts for 17 days Purusottama 
§astri on the night of the 17th day resorts to sorcery by 
employing Bagala to put an end to Venkatacarya' s life But 
by the grace of God Hayagriva Venkatacarya rebuffs it and 
as a result the Bagala turns back and kills Purusottama 
sastri Thus Venkatacarya is crowned with success 

The eighth act narrates Venkatacarya's pilgrimage to 
Tirumala As he arrives late the doors of the temple are 
closed The temple priests do not concede to the request of 
Venkatacarya to open the doors There upon Venkatacarya 
rebukes God Srinivasa Then the doors open automatically 
by the grace of Lord Srinivasa The priests and pandits 
honour Venkatacarya The Mahant of Tirupati i e , 
Hattirambaba who once witnessed the greatness of 
Srinivasadesika, uncle and teacher of Kiriti Venkatacarya, 
gives him a warm welcome and honours him befittingly The 
drama ends with a Bharatavakya This is in brief the plot of 
the play 

But every act of the play contains some names of the 
scholars, rulers, the grandeur of the royal courts etc., which 
mirror the contemporary history and culture There is a 
mention of the writings of Annayadiksita and Srinivasa 
desika, Venkatacarya's elder brother a boy of 16 years 
conducting Yajnas like Agmstoma etc , in Auku, Venkata 
carya's memory power in reproducing the sentences in an 
unknown language used by two Muslims while quarrelling, 
Venkatacarya's works which he wrote while he was a 
student, the names like Kaundinya Venkatarya and Vadhula 
Appalarya classmates of Venkatacarya, Srinivasadesika 1 s 



help in editing Viraraghaviyavyakhya and his own dramatic 
composition Kalyanaraghavam, in the first Act The il Act 
mentions Bharadvaja Sesacarya maternal uncle of Venkata 
carya and the III Act mentions one Sesacarya of 
Hanumadgundam The IV act mentions §rmivasatatacarya 
elder brother of Venkatacarya and younger brother of Bucci 
Venkatacarya, performance of Paundarlka and Garuda 
cayana's in Auku and his sudden demise The V, VI & VII Acts 
mention the names of Haripant a Minister & Ramasastri the 
Dharmadhikari of Poona court, Venkataraghavacarya cousin 
brother of Venkatacarya and his own younger brother Bucci 
Venkatacarya argueing with Maum Panditji, the revenue of 
Poona state and its militery power The VII act refers to one 
Balasarasvati a South Indian scholar seeking Srinivasa 
desika's help for clearing his doubts, Srmivasadesika's 
Tattvamartanda condemning the Candrikavyakhya of Vyasa 
raya and Kausika Krsnacarya of Kampasamudram All these 
are real and historical personages Any Research scholar can 
take up this drama for his Ph D , by preparing a critical 
edition and writing an elaborate introduction with all historical 
facts. 


Venkataryavijayavaijayanti stands as a testimony to the 
poetic genius and erudite scholarship of Srimvasacarya This 
is a drama composed with a purpose to reveal the greatness 
and grandeur of Venkatacarya the disciple of Srinivasa 
desika, author's great grandfather's father The incidents des 
cribed and the disputations of Venkatacarya in different royal 
courts and his hauty behaviour may all be facts But their 
occurence in the time scale is somewhat confusing to me 
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Annayadiksita's life span is 1704-1778, Srinivasa 
deSika's life span is 1708 - 1783, the reign of Paminayaka 
who invited these brother's to Surapuram is 1752-1773 and 
his son and successor Venkatappanayaka's reign is 1773- 
1802 Both brothers enjoyed the patronage of the father and 
the son rulers Annayadiksita's second son and the hero of 
this play Venkatacarya lived during 1733-1765 His demise 
at the age of 32 years while his father Annayadiksita and his 
uncle teacher Srinivasadesika were alive is a very sad 
incident In the Act I Srinivasayati of Ahobalamath came to 
knew about the demise of Srimvasadesika in the Gadvala 
Court This must be just after 1783 If so how could 
Venkatacarya, who passed away in the year 1765, djspute 
with Srinivasayati as described in the II & III Acts 9 The 
tradition that Venkatacarya disputed with Srinivasayati 
continues among the Surapuram Tirumalabukkapattanam 
families even today The Ahobalamath 's records also support 
this The 25th pontiff Srinivasayati (1776-1811) who visited 
Gadvala is said to have had a disputation with Venkatacarya 
at Surapuram (Sri Nrsimhapriya - special number - 12th 
Annual number june-1992) This might have happened any 
time after 1776. Then the death news of Srimvasadesika 
depicted in the drama may not be true Is it possible for 
Venkatacarya to dispute with Srinivasayati while his father 
Annayadiksita and uncle teacher Srimvasadesika were alive 
in the royal court of Surapuram 9 If it was possible it might 
have been before Venkatacarya left Surapuram for ever So it 
must be during the reign of Paminayaka and not during the 
reign of Venkatanayaka as depicted in the drama Venkata 



carya was not alive by the time Venkatanayaka came to 
power Is it not true that Venkatanayaka pacified Venkata 
carya who was leaving Surapuram for ever as depicted in the 
IV act? Did it happen during the reign of Paminayaka? It is a 
historical fact that Venkatacarya was displeased with the 
king and left Surapuram for ever That Venkatacarya was 
pacified and agreed to live in Surapuram as depicted in the 
drama is not correct He never came back to Surapuram after 
he left it The reason for his displeasure is described in the 
history of Surapuram by Kapatralla Krsnarao 

It seems that Venkatappanayaka was furiously displea- 
sed with one of the disciples of Venkatacarya That disciple 
forced his guru to intervene Venkatacarya hesitatingly 
intervened but the King did not yield and asked Venkatacarya 
not to intervene in such matters There upon Venkatacarya 
took it as an insult and left Surapuram for ever and settled 
down in Pune Venkatacarya while leaving Surapuram sent 
the following message in a verse to the King 

This verse finds a place in the IV act of the drama 
Venkatanayaka tried his best to get back Venkatacarya from 
Pune but he could not succeed Tirurriala Ramacandra also is 
of the opinion that Venkatacarya was the Rajaguru of 
Venkatanayaka Acts V, VI & VII in this drama depict Venkata 
carya l s literary merits and scholarship in the royal court of 
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Pune In the beginning of the V act Venkatacarya enters the 
Pune court while Savai Madhavarao the ruler and Nana 
Phadnavls the chief minister were in power There are two 
Madhavaraos who ruled over Pune kingdom The first Pesva 
Madhavarao was born on 16 2 1745 and died on 18 11 
1772 His reigning period is 1762-1772 His successor was 
Savai Madhavarao a child of 45 days His reigning period is 
1774-1795 Nanaphadnavis lived during 1742-1800 He was 
the chief minister during both Madhavaraos' rule When did 
Venkatacarya become a permanent member of the royal 
court of Pune'? It is believed that he spent his last 1 2 years in 
the Pune court Then it must be during 1753-1765 Venkata 
carya became a permanent member of the Pune court during 
Pesva Madhavarao's time and lived long to enjoy the 
Patronage of Savai Madhavarao as depicted in the beginning 
of the V Act 

It will be possible to exactly fix the life span of 
Venkatacarya after a careful scrutiny of his other works 
Alankarakaustubham is one of his works Venkatacarya gave 
examples of Venkatanayaka while illustrating different kinds 
of Alamkaras in this work. This work begins with the 
following Verse 

In his Srngaratarangini he asserts 

Then there is no doubt that Venkatacarya lived at least 
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for some time during the reign of Venkatanayaka (1773-1802) 
also Venkatacarya's death at the age of 32 in the year 1 765 
may not be correct He might have lived for a longer period 
Balasarasvati Srmivasacarya's work “Surapura Venkataguru 
caritam" (6th in th list) must be a historical poem depicting 
the life of Venkatacarya It may contain many more facts for 
compansion with this drama Future researches in this regard 
will prove the real history of Venkatacarya 

I am happy that this drama lying in oblivion for the last 
30 years in my archives is seeing the light of the day It is 
because of the blessings of the present 45th Pontiff of 
Ahobalamath Sriman Sathagopassrinarayanayatindramaha 
desika I visited Ahobalamath on 5th & 6th February 2002 
during the Pontiff's stay in Hyderabad I recited a few verses 
from this drama and kept the manuscripts in his hands He 
asked me to publish it immediately and blessed me with 
Mantraksatas The concerned persons connected with the 
Hyderabad Math suggested that the drama may be serialised 
in the monthly magazine "Nrsimhapriya" published on behalf 
of the Math I agreed then But after coming home I pondered 
over it It will take at least a couple of years for publishing this 
drama serially in the magazine which comes out once in a 
month, sometimes once in two months 

Because of my age and failing health I wanted to 
publish this drama within one year at any cost. I began 
preparing press copy But t found many lacunae and mis- 
takes while preparing the Press copy I do not remember 
whether these mistakes and lacunae were in the manuscript 
which I copied or I did comit while copying I tried my best to

rectify the scribal errors I consulted Dr K Rajanna Sastri for 
the portions which I could not rectify Dr Rajanna Sastri took 
pains to go through the copy and made amends wherever 
possible If there are any lacunae still they can be rectified by 
consulting the original manuscript 

For publishing this drama I applied for the financial aid 
to the Govt of India Rastrlya Samskrt Samsthan 
Accordingly I sent 30 DTP sample pages with a small 
introduction to the Samsthan Rastrlya Samskrt Samsthan 
through its letter dated 23 9 2002 conveyed its willingness to 
extend financial aid Then the DTP copy of the complete 
drama was prepared Dr V Buccareddi came every week 
from Mahaboobnagar to correct the proofs Sri Rajagopala 
carya and Venkatanathacarya descendants of Tirumala 
Bukkapattanam family kindly provided the pictures of Annaya 
diksita, Srmivasadesika, Photographs of their Samadhis at 
Surapuram, Kiriti Venkatacarya and a photograph of Bala 
sarasvati Srimvasacarya Sri Rajagopalacarya has the 
geneology of Tirumalabukkapattanam family and its various 
branches from Srisailapurana up to date He also gave me 
the necessary information from the history of Surapuram in 
Kannada written by Kapatralla Krsnarao Tirumala Rama 
candra in his introduction to Bhargavapurana said that 
Srmivasadesika had no sons. It is not correct The author of 
this drama Balasarasvati Srimvasacarya is the descendent of 
Srmivasadesika. The geneology which I got from Kavitarkika 
Simhacarya corroborates with the geneology in posession of 
Sri Rajagopalacarya Both the geneologies are in agreement 
regarding Srimvasadesika's sons and grandsons 
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I am grateful to Srivan Sathagopa Narayanayatmdra 
Mahadesika who prompted me to publish this drama, and 
VRaghavan for his help on behalf of the Ahobilamath, 
Hyderabad I profusely thank the promoters, Rastrlya 
Samskrt Samsthan and it's Director Prof V Kutumbasastri 
who effected the publication through their financial help 

I am grateful to Dr K Rajanna Sastri who helped me 
in editing and Dr V Buccareddi who read the proofs and 
helped me in many ways to bringout this drama
